Nixon airs hopes for summit 
meet with Reds "in due course"

BRUSSELS (U PI) — President Nixon 
told his NATO allies today he hoped to 
hold a summit meeting with the Rus­ 
sians “ in due course.” And then to 
squeals of joy from Belgian and Ameri­ 
can school-children he broke off his offi­ 
cial duties to shake hands with welcoming 
crowds. 
The wild acclamation and shouts of 
“ Nixon! Nixon! Nixon” came as he drove 
from NATO headquarters to the tomb of 
tho Belgian unknown soldier. Police 
kept anti-American elements away and 
there were none of the anti-Nixon dem­ 
onstrations that marred his arrival. 
Nixon arrived Sunday on an eight-day 
six-nation tour of Europe. His first major 
act today was to visit NATO headquar­ 
ters where he promised to work for a 
summit 
conference with the Kremlin 
leaders — but not until he works out a 
united program on world issues with the 
western allies. 
From NATO headquarters he drove in 
a motorcade to the Belgian square that 
houses the tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 
There he waded into a mob of wild­ 
ly enthusiastic American schoolchildren 
and started shaking hands. 
Hundreds of schoolchildren and a few 
adults, many of them Americans station­ 
ed at NATO headquarters, waited for 
hours under a leaden sky and in the chilly 
wind that blew across the downtown 
square where the columned monument is 
located. 
The crowd changed “ We want Nixon! 
We want Nixon!” until a bugler played 
taps. 
They fell silent for a moment but as 
the last echo died away to end the offi­ 
cial ceremony, Nixon broke into a smile 
and walked up to the metal barricade 
holding back the crowd and began shaking 
hands. 
It appeared Belgian police had allowed 
in only children and the adults with them. 
Less enthusiastic crowds were confined 
to side streets nearby. 
Nixon, obviously enjoying himself, was 


caught up in a sea of students, their par­ 
ents, newsmen, photographers, Belgian 
police and his own secret service guard. 
To Belgian childrens’ screams of 
“ over here . . . over here. . .” he 
moved to other areas. 
With a final wavfe of both arms above 
his head he entered the limousine for 
the processional through the streets of 
Brussels to King Baudouin’s drab gray 
palace for lunch. 
Relieving the grayness of the day were 
the gendarmes on horseback with flowing 
capes and bearskin caps. 
Nixon, who flies to London later today 
for talks with Prim e Minister Harold 
Wilson, was flanked by horsemen as he 
drove from the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier to the Royal Palace and lunch 
with 100 guests.

At this moment, 
there has been no decision as to whether 
to attempt to schedule such an appear­ 
ance although proponents of the dam 
consider it a useful and wise move.

Marine victim of sniper attack

Two Lompoc men were jailed in Lompoc last night charged with an apparent­ 
ly unprovoked sniper attack that left a Marine Corps corporal with a bullet 
wound in the shoulder. 
Michael G. Zorn, 19, of Camp Pendleton, was in good condition at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base Hospital today. Authorities said he had a flesh wound in the left 
shoulder. His buddy, PF C Larry Jordan, 19 also of Camp Pendleton, was unhurt 
in the attack. Police said both men were in their Marine Corps uniforms at the 
time. 
Marine officials here said Zorn was a 19-month combat veteran of the Vietnam 
War and that he had returned home “ without a scratch.” 
In jail this morning were Je rri Allen Lamberson, 26, of 716-B N. A St., and Lar­ 
ry Lonnie Hicks, 19, of 312 E. Cherry Ave. The pair was charged with assault 
with a deadly weapon with intent to commit great bodily harm, carrying a con­ 
cealed weapon and carrying a weapon with an altered serial number. 
Bail was set at $5,250 each. 
The attack came at 10:55 p.m. as Zorn and Jordan were hitchhiking in the 
northbound lane of North H Street a few feet north of College Avenue, police 


said. Zorn reportedly told officers he and Jordan “ hit the dirt” when they heard 
a half dozen shots ringing out from <1 car that then sped away east on College 
Avenue. Zorn told the officers he felt a burning sensation in his left shoulder. 
The two servicemen were transported to VAFB hospital. 
Police arrested the two suspects exactly 48 minutes *later in the 700 Block of 
West 1 ine Avenue after they had trailed the suspect vehicle from the 200 Block

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Mideast boils; Israeli jets 
strike Syria in revenge act

Waves of Israeli jet fighter-bomb. 
ers hit Syria with bombs, rockets and 
machinegun fire today in a series of 
punitive attacks that sent 
the Israeli 
jets over the outskirts of Damascus 
itself. Syria reported at least 150 per­ 
sons dead. 
Israeli pilots said they shot down at 
least two Syrian Migs in a series of four 
dogfights and scored probable hits on 
others in this first strike against Syria 
since the June 1967 war. Israeli officials 
called it the biggest air strike on any 
target since that war. 
The two major targets were Arab 
commando bases. One was El-Hammah, 
barely six miles from the heart of Damas­ 
cus and Syrian officials said the death 
toll there was “ extremely heavy,” with 
estimates up to 150 dead. 
The other major target was Maisaloun 
almost directly on the border of Lebanon. 
It is a major training site for the 
Faiail commandos who say they attack­ 
ed Israeli planes at Athens and Zurich 
and carried out bombing attacks and acts 
of terrorism in Israel. 
UPI correspondent David Zenian, in a 
dispatch from Damascus, said the Syrian 
air force reported shooting down three 
Israeli jets in the brief but ferocious 
raids. 
Israeli sources said all Israeli planes 
returned safely from “ meager” anti­ 
aircraft defenses. 
Soon after the raid, Israeli Minister of 
Police Eliyahu Sasson delivered anoth­ 
er warning to the Arab nations on the 
possibility of further Israeli attacks. 
“ Israel cannot allow Arab terrorists 
to continue attacking innocent people,” 
Sasson told the Knesset Parliament in 
Jerusalem. He served notice Israel would 
exercise “ active self-defense according 
to this country’s estimate of the situa- 
tion.” 
Sasson said the guerrillas would not be 
able to undermine Israeli morale in 
hopes of dictating their political terms 
and that Arab activities have shown those 
favoring impoeing a solution on the MicU 
die East that “ the situation to this reg­ 
ion is fast deteriorating towards a fresh 
explosion.”

His father, Capt. Kenneth Paul Schae­ 
bethal, 27, was in satisfactory condi­ 
tion at Goleta Valley Community Hospit- 
al today with facial fractures and severe 
lacerations. M rs. Suzanne Schaebethal, 
26, was in critical condition with inter­ 
nal injuries, facial lacerations and a leg 
injury. 
Keith Westley Schaebethal, 10 days-old 
was transferred to Cottage Hospital. 
Authorities said the infant’s condition 
was “ guarded.” The infant had possible 
head injuries. 
The Schaebethals live at 718 Ocean- 
view Ave., Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
Schaebethal was driving north on High­ 
way 101 and had just passed a large truck 
when his car hit a large boulder headon, 
officers said. None of the victims were 
ejected, according to the CHP. Officers 
said Schaebethal apparently did not see 
the bolder before the collision. The offi­ 
cers described the boulder as eight 
feet by eight feet by six feet, or “ only a 
bit smaller than the Schaebethal’s 1967 
Dodge.”

Communist rockets rain on 
cities, camps near Saigon 


Apollo crew looks for 
medical "90" for Friday

SAIGON 
(UPI)-Communist 
troops in an offensive ultimately 
aimed at Saigon slammed at 
least 50 rocket and mortar 
barrages into cities and allied 
military camps today, most of 
them near the capital. 
But unlike the opening day of 
the 
offensive 
Sunday, 
U.S. 
headquarters reported “ no sig­ 
nificant ground a' tions,” 
U.S. and South Vietnamese 
spokesmen listed more than 
1,000 
Viet 
Cong and North 
Vietnamese troops slain Sunday 
in heavy fighting with allied 
troops. 
Today, an American intel­ 
ligence officer said, the guerril­ 
las were shelling bases and 
towns on approach routes to 
Saigon in an attempt to keep 
allied soldiers tied down while 


some 40,000 Communists slip 
closer toSaigor. 
Vice President Nguyen Cao 
Ky said the South Vietnamese 
Air Force shoi Id bomb North 
Vietnam, inclut ng Hanoi, ifthe 
Reds persist in >helling populat­ 
ed areas. 
Allied spokesmen said over-all 
losses in thenev shellings were 
light. But, they Said, 39 South 
Vietnamese civilians have becin 
killed and 112 others wounded in 
attacks on cities since Sunday. 
Ambassador Fllsworth Bun- 
ker urged Washington to warn 
Hanoi’s delegates to the Paris 
talks 
to stop the shellings, 
which violate a tacit agreement 
that halted U.S. bombing of 


North Vietnam Nov. 1,embassy 
sources said. 
President 
Nixon, 
on 
his 
European 
tour, 
was 
kept 
informed of the latest Vietnam 
developments in case the new 
Communist drive should peril 
the talks. 
Militan spokesmen said the 
Reds have fired at least 2,300 
shells into towns and allied 
bases in the III Corps area 
surrounding Saigon. Officials at 
corps headquarters said they 
had 
run 
out 
of Red 
map 
markers with which to mark 
Communist shellings. 
The new offensive fell short of 
the intensity of the Commit 
nists’ 1968 Tet offensive which 


penetrated virtually every ma­ 
jor city in the nation. A U.S. 
spokesman predicted this drive 
would 
end 
up a “ Grade A 
Fiasco.” 
Gen. Creighton Abrams’ U.S. 
Command sent six waves of B52 
bombers aeainst the guerrilla 
threat 
to Saigon, The giant 
bombers splattered thousands 
of bombs at Saigon’s doorstep. 
The U.S. intelligence source 
said the 
Communists would 
have 
to 
rearh their Saigon 
objective within 10 days or be 
forced to turn back because 
they lack enough supplies to 
sustain a prolonged drive.

The three Apollo 9 astronauts 
sought medical clearance today 
for launch Friday in the windup 
of a space tripleheader opening 
tonight. 
The busiest week of space 
activity in years gets underway 
at 
8:14 p.m. EST with the 
launch of a Mariner television 
probe on a 156-day journey to 
the planet Mars. 


The shot will be followed 
early Wednesday by the launch 
of a new weather satellite. 
Apollo 9 astronauts James A. 
McDivitt, 39, DavidR.Scott, 36, 
and Russell L. Schweickart, 33, 
are scheduled to take off at 11 
a.m. Friday on a 10-day earth 
orbital voyage to test the Apollo 
moon landing craft nicknamed 
“ Spider.” 
They were getting their last 
major 
physical 
examination 
today, but there was little doubt 
about its outcome. All three 
pilots 
were 
expected to be 
declared in top physical shape 
for the toughest spaceflight yet 
attempted. 


After 
their 
checkup, 
the 
astronauts’ schedule called for 
more grueling rehearsals in a 
spacecraft trainer that simu­ 
lates virtually every phase of 
spaceflight except weightless­ 
ness. 
Today, the astronauts planned 
to practice re-entry operations 
simulating the firing of the 
main rocket engine that will 


start their return to earth in the 
command ship they call “ gum- 
drop.” 
McDivitt, Scott andSchweick- 
art spent most of Sunday in the 
same trainer rehearsing other 
orbital operations. 
Before starting the training, 
however, 
McDivitt 
attended 
mass at the Catholic Church of 
Our Saviour in nearby Cocoa 
Beach 
and 
heard 
the 
Rev. 
Vincent Smith pray for the 
success of the last earth orbital 
flight planned in the Apollo 
program. 
“ Again our astronauts are 
about to journey into space,” 
Father Smith said. “ Watch over 
them, oh Lord. Grant their 
journey be successful and bring 
them safely back to us.” 
Father Smith said McDivitt 
paused after the service to 
greet the priest and then rushed 
back 
to 
the 
moonport 
to 
continue his training. 
“ He said he was in a hurry to 
get in some practice,” the Rev. 
Mr. Smith said.

U.S. intel­ 
ligence sources said today. 
The primary objective of the 
widespread 
shellings 
and 
ground assaults apparently wai 
to divert allied forces while up 
to 40,000 Communist tro o p s be­ 
gan closing in on the capital, 
they said. 
The most recent U.S. intel­ 
ligence 
reports indicate the 
Communists have a maximum 
of eight more days in which to 
shift their troops into position 
for attack. 
Allied bases along infiltration 
corridors around the capital 
have been alerted to expect 
continued shellings and ground 
attacks as three Communist 
divisions move toward Saigon 
from the north, east and west. 
The shelling of Saigon itself 
on Sunday served no military 
purpose. The sources also found 
little military value in nume­ 


rous attacks in other regions, 
although this added a nation­ 
wide pattern to the assaults. 
In these cases, propaganda 
apparently 
was 
the 
main 
objective. 


If anything, the shelling of 
Saigon changed the thinking of 
some military commanders who 
felt the Communists would not 
attack the capital because it 
would 
violate implied condi­ 
tions of the U.S. botnbing halt. 


The sources said, however, 
that all other indicators long 
have pointed to Saigon as the 
Reds’ “ ultimate 
objective.'* 
Numerous captured documents 
and statements by prisoners 
and defectors not only said 
Saigon was the goal but also 
gave the post-Tet period as 
most likely time for attack. 
In addition, the Communists 
have

raised their 
strength to aUmt bi.OOO troops

Great-grandmother 
starts jogging at 82 
Taking up space

NEW YORK (UPI)-“I like to 
be fit for myself to know.” 
The words come from a tiny 
great-grandmother who all her 
life has made physical fitness 
part of her daily regimen. Now 
at 82, Mrs. T. Charlton Henry, 
born a Philadelphia Biddle, has 
taken up jogging. 
“Well, it pays dividends,” 
said 
this 
sprightly, delicate 
blonde. Most days she will walk 
and jog at least half an hour, 
sometimes longer, figuring she 
averages about four m iles-“ My 
age group all think I’ll drop 
dead. 
Julia Push Henry represents 
everyone’s reason for keeping 
physically and mentally in tune. 
She’s never had a serious ill­ 
ness—“ although I’m afraid to 
mention this. Lightning might 
strike.” She goes to Europe a 
couple of times a year. And at 
89 to 90 pounds, she weighs the 
same as she did when she was 
a 
debutante 
in 
Philadelphia 
where her father, Alexander 
Williams Biddle, was a doctor. 
Mrs. Henry is the product of 
a 
family 
long conscious of 
public 
service-three of her 
ancestors were signers of the 
Declaration of 
Independence. 
“ We Biddles have always been 
into something,” she smiles. 
She grew up in a family 
conscious of sports too—golfing, 
swimming, tennis and the like. 
And each day of her adult life 
she 
has 
done 
one hour of 
exercise although she conceded, 
“Some days you just have to 
make yourself do them.” 
“ But it’s so attractive to look 
fit, don’t you think?’’sheasked. 
And 
she 
looked quite so in a 
tunic-jacketed beige suit from 
Simonetta of Italy and her dark 
ranch mink coat. 
I invited Mrs. Henry to join 
me in a jogging session around 
the Plaza Hotel but we settled 
for a walk—“ log in a mink 
coat! The children would think 
I’d gone crazy. Her walking and 
jogging clothes are casual when 
she takes to the high school 
track 200 yards from her home 
at Chestnut Hill in Philadelphia. 
I met this indefatigable widow 
when she came to New York for 
a 
gathering of the National 
Jogging Association, which is 
sponsoring a three-months tour 
by Robert (Bob) Richards, the 
Olympics champion. Richards 
will jog and cycle coast to coast 
to 
dramatize 
the 
need for 


fitness. 
The association is anon-profit 
national federation of joggers, 
with R.L. Bohannon, former Air 
Force surgeon general, as its 
president. 
“The 
body 
needs 
care. 
Jogging 
is preventive medi­ 
cine,” Mrs. Henry allowed. She 
began this easy-gain running 
last summer (“even when it’d 
hit 90, I’d be out”) to the 
astonishment at first of her 
socially elite neighbors. But the 
jogging circle has widened— 
“now you’ll see fathers out 
running with four or five of 
their children.” 
Mrs. Henry’s husband was a

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Pueblo crewmen face 
naval court of enquiry

CORONADO, 
Calif. (U PI)- 
The USS Pueblo’s enlisted men 
were being paraded before a 
court of inquiry today to be 
asked if they broke the Code of 
Conduct for U.S. fighting men. 
Six more of the Pueblo’s 72 
enlisted men were called to 
testify 
today at the official 
inquiry into the vessel’s capture 
by North Korea Jan. 23, 1968. 
The Navy says that alm ost all 
of the crew will get “ a chance 
to tell their story.” 
Among 
the witnesses was 
Chief Engineman Monroe O. 
Goldman, 37, an 18-year Navy 
veteran from Lakewood, Calif. 
Pueblo officers say he was a 
key figure in maintaining the 
crew ’s solid front against North 
Korean 
guards 
during 
11 
months of captivity. 
Also summoned was one of 
the two civilians aboard the 
vessel at the time it was seized 
in 
international 
w aters 
off 
North 
Korea. 
He 
is Harry 
Iredale III, 26, Balmes, Pa., a 
civilian oceanographer. 
The decision to call large 
num bers of men to testify is 
one of two major changes in the 
Pueblo inquiry revealed last 
week. The Navy denies they are 
connected. 
In a seeming reversal of the 
•Navy’s earlier position, Capt. 
William R. Newsome, the court’s 
chief counsel, announced the 
Code of Conduct is going to be a 
m ajor issue in the inquiry. 
The code sets the ground 
rules 
for 
Americans 
taken 
prisoners of war. It forbids 
them 
to cooperate with the 
enemy, and warns them to tell 
only 
their 
name, 
rank and 
service number. 
At the outset of the hearing 
the Judge Advocate General’s 
office ruled the code did not 
apply 
to 
Pueblo 
personnel 


because the U.S. and North 
Korea were not legally at war 
at the time the Pueblo was 
captured. 
Newsome says he now thinks 
the code applies to the Pueblo 
crew in a "m oral” sense rather 
than as a law. 
Newsome denies 
that the 
appearance of the code as a 
m ajor issue is linked to an 
impending congressional inves­ 
tigation of the Pueblo affair. 
Chairman L. Mendel Rivers of 
the 
House 
Armed 
Services 
Committee called the congres­ 
sional inquiry last week with 
the Code of Conduct as the 
central theme. 
Enlisted 
men 
were asked 
today how well they understood 
the 
code 
and 
how 
much 
indoctriniation they received in 
its principals. 
The inquiry is now in its third 
phase, dealing with the conduct 
of the Pueblo crew in captivity. 
The court’s original plan for

testimony from the Pueblo’s six 
officers,

seven of the enlisted men. The 
Navy said at the tim e that only 
a few of the enlisted witnesses 
would be needed because their 
testimony would be repetitious.

Legislative committees 
continue 1969 session

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Com­

M IN N EA PO LIS—(N EA >—If you were the athletic di­ 
rector of a college or the general manager of a professional 
team, would you hire Jim Harding as your basketball 
coach? 
“ Yes.” said Jim Harding, “ if I wanted a winning team.” 
No. would say Gannon Coliege of Erie. Pa.. La Salle Col­ 
lege and the Minnesota Pipers. More accurately: not any 
more. Even if he did coach winning teams. 


Other teams now will surely be faced with the question. 
Jim Harding recently became unemployed. He was fired 
by the Minnesota Pipers, who were leading the Eastern 
Division of the American Basketball Association. 


Harding and Gabe Rubin, Pipers’ chairman of the board, 
scuffled in Louisville during the ABA All-Star break. Rubin 
ended up with a welt over his left temple; Harding left 
with a blood-streaked face and his reputation, again black­ 
ened. 


‘ I guess,” said the 39-year-old Harding, “ that incident 
does not add luster to my reputation. It was unfortunate, 
a result of several things. It was a once-in-a-lifetime thing. 
I don't go around hitting people. It never happened before. 
It would never happen again. 


“ But if I were to pick a coach, I would want to talk with 
him, find out how he feels about things. Not accept hear­ 
say. And I would look at his record.” 


Statistically, Harding has an impeccable record Every 
school he has ever coached had a better basketball record 
than at any previous time (except LaSalle). As a high 
school coach in Illinois, Iowa and Wisconsin, he was 127-23. 
At Loyola of New Orleans, his first college job. he was 16-8. 
At Gannon he was 57-9 for his three years and twice was 
rated in the top 10 of small colleges. At La Salle last year, 
his team went to the NCAA tournament. 
But he also left a trail of animosity. At Loyola, he wanted 
to get another coaching job and alienated the affections of 
the Jesuit fathers there when they found out. At Gannon, 
the athletic board refused to allow him to take his team 
to a postseason tournament. A furor arose. Harding de­ 
parted to La Salle. 


In Philadelphia, Harding made national headlines. 
He 
tried to take away the scholarships of two La .Salle players. 
La Salle was placed on probation by the NCAA, though 
Harding said it was because some players got scholarship 
money but did not work at their specified extra-basketball 
jobs. 


Despite this, the Explorers were 20-8—from a little bet­ 
ter than .500 record the year—and Middle Atlantic Confer­ 
ence champions. 


But Harding was moving on and La Salle, of course, 
did not stand in his way. With the Minnesota Pipers, Hard­ 
ing tried to use college coaching methods on professional 
players. He drove them through elaborate defensive drills, 
kicked over chairs on the bench when a pass went astray— 
even with a 30-point lead—and whipped them into sullen­ 
ness in the locker-room by ordering the end of soul music 
on phonographs. 
At every coaching job. it must also be added, he has left 
a reputation as an extremely fine technical coach.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - The 
preceding challenge 
was is­ 
sued to Ford C. Frick as he 
became the third commission­ 
er of baseball 18 years ago. In 
sentiment, it is not unlike the 
one presented to A. B. Chand­ 
ler in 1945 or the one placed 
before 
William Eckert three 
years ago. 
It was a challenge all three 
failed, to varying degrees; a 
challenge to convert into a li­ 
mousine a sport rapidly be­ 
coming a covered wagon. 
But then, thanks to Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis, the office of 
basecall commissioner has al­ 
ways been a fairly dubious pro­ 
position. 
Landis, you see, was the pro­ 
totype: a white-maned ex-fed­ 
eral judge who would have fin­ 
ed Shirley Temple had shebeen 
what he called, "detrimental 
to baseball." 
It was Judge Landis who pull­ 
ed baseball out of the mire of 
public 
disgrace and distrust 
after the Elack Sox scandal ex­ 
ploded in a Chicago courtroom 
in 1920. 
Before Landis, a three-man 
commission composed of the 
two league presidents and a 
chairman had run baseball for 
16 years and nearly ruined it. 
The scandal finally brought de­ 
mands that the game be cleaned 
up and Landis entered with a 
mop. 
He spoke big and wielded a 
bigger stick, often autocratic­ 
ally, but he saved the game. 
And when he died in 1944, 
Landis left baseball to a suc­ 
cession of men who could not be 
— for various reasons — what 
he 
was: 
a 
"ballplayer’s 
friend"; a man strong enough to 
discipline owners as well as 
players, club presidents as well 
as batboys. 
Because they were not Judge 
Landis, baseball, its press and 
its fans never accepted them. 
Chandler (1945-50) 
led the 
game through its most prosper­ 
ous years, asserted his power 
and was independent enough to 
be liked by most players. The 
owners fired him. 
Frick (1951 - 1965) reduced 
the concept from czar to ad­ 
ministrator. 
He spoke softly

and infrequently and after two 
seven - year terms, the owners 
retired him. 
Eckert (1966-1968), in 
the 
words of Frank Lane, “ did as 
good a job as anybody could who 
had hardly even seen a game. 
It’s just as if you had a broken 
watch and took it to a plumber 
for repairs." After only three 
years of his contracted seven, 
the owners fired the Air Force 
general. 
And now, here’s Bowie Kuhn, 
Commissioner No. 5, a smooth- 
talking Wall Street lawyer who 
says he has an obligation to 
baseball because he loved it as 
a kid. 
The players say he’s a front­ 
man for the owners, a salesman 
whose job will be to give base­ 
ball a polished, Ivy League 
Hard sell. This may not be as 
bad as it sounds. Baseball, it 
seems, doesn’t need a Judge 
Landis anymore. 
It is a curious note, a plank 
between 
generations. Older 
Fandom, which thrilled to Ted 
Williams with much the same 
clamor 
that 
Joe 
Namath 
inspired today, cannot under­ 
stand why baseball suddenly is 
obsolete; why, in Kuhn’s words, 
it must be restructured. 
Meanwhile, 
Younger 
Fan­ 
dom, too impatient and sophis­ 
ticated to gawk while Curt Ble- 
fary knocks dirt out of his 
spikes, finds the clash of bod­ 
ies and the long pass more sat­ 
isfying than the intracies of the 
hit-and-run. 
Nothing is wrong with base­ 
ball that wasn’t wrong with it 
when Landis was alive. Base­ 
ball simply comes on too long 
and too often for modern man. 
The judge’s job was to pre­ 
serve order, protect the inter­ 
ests of his employers and ar­ 
rest 
unsavory 
outside influ­ 
ences. As a sport, baseball sold 
itself in those days. 
These days, it does not. Foot­ 
ball, with its weekend sched­ 
ules, colorful bands and brutal 
contact, fits perfectly into the 
swirl 
of civilization. 
Base­ 
ball, a day-in, day-out, go-to- 
the-resin-bag 
activity, 
does 
not. 
Kuhn’s job will be to rescue 
baseball from itself, not from 
a "fix" scandal. It involves 
teaching old dogs new tricks; 
and it involves persuading the 
public that a stolen base is as 
exciting as a safety blitz.

Buttering-up the GIs 


If the nation can afford both guns and butter, it follows that 
it ought to be able to provide the latter to the men who carry 
the guns. 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson recently reported to the Senate that the 
Pentagon had more than tripled its use of butter in m ilitary 
rations over the past year, thanks to representations from 
senators from dairy states which persuaded form er Defense 
S ecretary M cNamara to drop his long standing ban on butter 
for the arm y. 
Since last June, said the W isconsin Dem ocrat, the Defense 
Departm ent had acquired m ore than 28 million pounds of sur-

plus butter made available by the D epartm ent of A griculture, 
while purchasing less than a million pounds of m argarine. 


During the com parable period in 1967, the m ilitary used 
m ore than 16 m illion pounds of m argarine and only about eight 
m illion pounds of butter. 
A substantial burden has been taken off the dom estic butter 
m arket, said Nelson. 


But not, alas, off those of us who are either too budget- 
h a rrie d to afford the high-priced spread o r too old to enlist, 
o r both. 


Most A m ericans aren ’t much interested in what goes on in 
the world 
The charge is made by Alfred Hero, executive secretary of 
the W orld Peace Foundation, summing up the findings of a study 
published by the University of M ichigan’s Survey R esearch 
C enter. 


The public has often been ignorant or apathetic or both, he 
says, about the m ajor foreign and domestic issues of the past 
three decades. 
In the a rea of foreign affairs, for instance, A m ericans have 
had little aw areness of the nature and purjxjse of the recip ro ­ 
cal trade program , the M arshall Plan o r various later foreign 
aid program s. M ajorities of them have also been unable to 
identify such leading international figures as M arshall Tito 
o r the U.S. secretary of state. 
Likewise, the sam ples interviewed lacked inform ation on such 


dom estic issues as tax reform , farm policy and even race 
relations. 
It’s not as bad as it sounds, however. While only about 5 per 
cent of the population can be called accurately informed, the 
chronic ‘ know-nothings” have declined from roughly 35 per cent 
in the 1930s to 15 to 20 p er cent in the late 1960s. 
The rise in educational levels and wider exposure to m ass 
m edia have undoubtedly increased the num ber of people who 
hold knowledgeable and meaningful opinions on m ajor issues, 
thinks Hero, despite the fact that, in the public’s mind at least, 
the issu es seem m ore com plicated today than they form erly 
did. 
Medieval man had seven deadly sins to guard against; 
for m odern A m ericans there are just two — ignorance and 
apathy. They have nothing to do with the salvation of the indi­ 
vidual soul, but they bear very directly on the preservation of 
a dem ocratic nation.

—The unexpected is “ routine” in m ili­ 
tary attacks. 
The Japanese won at Singapore ia*l.er 
handily; the guns defending that s-ra- 
tegic city were pointed seaw ard. No 
one had ever attacked by land down the 
Malay peninsula. It was assum ed no one 
ev er would. 
Last year, many South Vietnamese of­ 
fice rs believed the Viet Cong and North 
Vietnam ese invaders would keep their 
pledge not to violate a Tet tru ce. This 
made possible Hanoi’s g reater - than - 
expected destruction at Tet in 1968. 
It was because of the resilience of South 
V ietnam ese and Am erican troops that 
the Communist Tet attack failed (like 
the Battle of the Bulge in World War 
II) except in its strong propaganda ef­ 
fect in the United States.

The city’s efforts to show its heart­ 
felt appreciation to the M arines for their 
efforts on our behalf are to be com­ 
mended. All too often com m unities are 
much rem iss in dem onstrating their in­ 
debtedness to m em bers of the m ilitary 
who are usually the first to respond in 
tim e of em ergency or need.

It may well be that the city 
even entertains thoughts of a special 
party for the airm en at a later tim e. 
If one has lived in the Valley for 
awhile, he cannot help but rem em ber 
many occasions when airm en have come 
forth in heart, body and money to aid a 
cause or a plea. On m ore than one oc­ 
casion roaring flam es jumped above base 
firem en combatting local brush fires 
and spectators can recall watching in 
awe as daring C aterpillar operators 
piloted their huge m achines within inch­ 
es of the edge of high cliffs as they 
carved out b a rrie rs to help halt a fire’s 
p ro gress. 
On many other occasions, the Val­ 
ley’s low income youngsters were pro­ 
vided a happy and 
joyful C hristm as 
because base personnel tucked them be­ 
neath their wing and made it so. The 
United Fund and other drives, from Boy 
Scouts to Cam pfire G irls, owe m ore than 
a little to the kindness and generosity of 
the men in blue.

NEW YORK — One of the big banks 
here in New York recently com puteriz­ 
ed all operations, including the draft­ 
ing of checks for stockholders. Not long 
after the com puters had taken over a 
stockholder phoned with a puzzled and 
slightly amused query.

As indignant lette rs began to pour 
in, it developed that every stockholder 
whose name began with the letter D got 
a check for $1,999,999.99. The compu­ 
te rs had gone haywire, 
thereby prov­ 
ing that even in a com puterized world 
th ere will be e rro r. And this will be no 
news to anyone with a charge account, 
discovering each month that the mechan­ 
ical man has made the sam e old m is­ 
take. 
As the high level of prosperity is sus­ 
tained into the 97th month, the explana­ 
tion may be simply too many and too 
much. With close to 23,000,000 inves­ 
to rs in the Stock Market Wall Street 
has a private case of the jitters. Stock 
deliveries are weeks and months be­ 
hind. If enough custom ers, fed up with 
waiting, demand their money the result 
could be pretty scary. 
The Wall Street Journal suggested in a 
recent article that several of the larger 
brokerage houses might fall under the 
p ressu re of an avalanche of long-delayed 
transactions. The banks, too, are caught 
in the sam e fouled-up paper m ill. One of 
the sm aller New York banks is known to 
have up to $250,000,000 in uncompleted 
transactions. This reflects the way pen­ 
sions, trust funds, foundations and other 
institutional buyers have come into the 
m arket to try to keep up with inflation. 
The other day a 40th birthday brought 
a facsim ile of the New York Tim es front 
page for the birth date. The headlines 
for that February date of 1929 had both a 
quaint and anti - quarian sound and at the 
sam e tim e a curious fam iliarity. P res­ 
ident - elect Herbert Hoover (this was 
p rio r to the 20th Amendment to the Con­ 
stitution which moved the inauguration 
up to January 20) went to Florida to call 
on Thomas A. Edison on his birthday. 
Edison told rep o rters he saw a long 
era of Hoover prosperity ahead. The 
Vatican signed a pact with Penito Mus­ 
solini, ending the long feud between the 
Pope and the secular state in which 
Vatican City has its being. 
The most significant headline and the 
one striking a responsive chord today 
is over a story about the stock m arket. 
“ Stocks rise again after late sta rt.” The 
b rief pause in those last months of the 
great bull m arket was occasioned by a 
meeting of the New York Federal Re­ 
serve Board. Would they raise the re­ 
discount rate to put a dam per on the 
soaring m arket, or wouldn’t they? The 
answ er cam e before the m arket closed. 
They did nothing and the boom roared 
on, with the shoeshine boys getting hot 
tips and buying on m argin along with ev­ 
erybody else. 
The Nixon A dm inistration is engaged 
in the most delicate economic sleight- 
of-hand. That is to slow down the econo- 
my without going too far and causing a 
sharp rise in unemployment. This is like 
scaling down the size of a house while 
it is being lived in by a noisy, happy- 
go-lucky family filling it to the bursting 
point. 
Chairm an Paul McCracken of the coun­ 
cil of economic advisers gave sensible 
testim ony in his first appearance be­ 
fore the Congressional Joint Economic 
Com m ittee. He said it was essential to 
keep the jobless rate below four per 
cent, since any increase above that fig­ 
ure would have serious consequences on 
Negro unemployment in the ghetto. More­ 
over, he held out little hope that the rate 
of inflation could be substantially slowed 
this year even though the 10 percent sur 
tax is retained. 
P essim ists in Washington with vivid 
m em ories of the boom and bust of the 
late ’20s and ’30s see certain ominous 
parallels today. The 13-million to 15-mil- 


lion share days give them nervous tre ­ 
m ors. This tidal wave of buying and sell­ 
ing has snowed the banks and broker­ 
age houses under. The whole thing is 
still a horse - and - buggy operation. 
You give your broker an order and under 
current conditions you wait anywhere 
from three or four weeks to two or three 
months or longer. Then you get an en­ 
graved certificate with a picture of a lady 
who looks like Y assar 1910 taking the 
leading part in a pageant of civic vir­ 
tue. 
Having privately pushed from the van­ 
tage of official position for action, the 
p essism ists are grateful for the steps 


taken by the New York exchanges. They 
have called in the Rand Corporation for a 
long - range study, and another firm , 
North American Rockwell, to get on with 
im m ediate im provem ents in the trading 
system . 


This is not 1929. The governors of the 
Federal Reserve Board have taken strin ­ 
gent m easures to push interest rates to 
record levels and tighten the money sup­ 
ply. Yet with 23,000,000 investors look­ 
ing to the m arket for salvation, the 
parallels cannot be laughed off.

Do-nothing act

But the early evidence from inside 
the White House suggests that the new 
President does not see him self as m ere 
conservator and consolidator. With the 
encouragem ent of his more im aginative 
aides, he is thinking of his task in new 
and quite different term s. 
The key word in those very special 
prem ises today is “ effective.” 
It is the considered view of the P re s­ 
ident’s 
guiding inner 
circle that the 
Am erican people are not m erely brief­ 
ly tired of the flurry of noise and move­ 
ment which accompany big D em ocratic 
program s but are alm ost totally disillu­ 
sioned as to their usefulness. 
Indeed, many Dem ocratic figures them­ 
selves are virtually at this point, and it 
may not be too rash a forecast to sug­ 
gest that the day of great, sweeping fed­ 
eral program s — at least as form erly 
conceived — is nearly over. 
Especially in the fields of housing, 
schools and jobs, the growing view of gov- 
ernm ent is that of the G reat Over- 
P ro m iser which talks big and delivers 
little or nothing in the end. 
W riters like P eter F. D rucker are 


coming along now to underscore this no­ 
tion of government as a social mech­ 
anism that really does not work very 
well. 
The danger perceived, inside the White 
House today as well as outside, is not 
just the old thing about government be­ 
ing too big and therefore more reliance 
on the private sector being necessary. 
No one in the top Nixon entourage 
really im agines that the federal govern­ 
ment is going to be reduced in size. 
Its bigness in a big and growing coun­ 
try is accepted as inescapable. 
The task is to make the bigness work, 
and, critically, topersuade the A m erican 
people that federal actions — and the 
le sse r actions of state and local gov­ 
ernm ents — really end up getting things 
done which affect people who have prob­ 
lem s they need to have solved. 


Right now the peril is mounting steadi­ 
ly. As one Nixon aide looks at the m at­ 
te r: 
“ If government cannot soon begin to 
show that it can deliver on its prom ises, 
or that its motion has real consequenc­ 
es for the people, then dem ocracy will 
seem to have a hollow center and will 
find itself in the most serious diffi­ 
cu lties.” 
Republicans may be predisposed to 
look to the private sector for help, and 
it is certainly plain enough that the Nix­ 
on adm inistration would like to rely 
heavily on its cooperative assistance in 
solving the great urban dilem m as link­ 
ed to jobs, schools and housing. 


But it would be misleading to imagine 
that the Nixon men are not also very 
much on the prowl for a whole host of 
new inventions which can make govern­ 
ment itself work more effectively. 
Conversations with many of the insid­ 
e rs reveal no glib, cocky nonsense about 
how easy it will all be now that the 
efficient Republicans are back in the sad­ 
dle. 
Im pressions are quite the rev erse: 
They feel they have to break im portant 
new ground in government; they seem 
humble before the task, they expect to 
be judged quickly and harshly by m il­ 
lions of troubled Am ericans if they fail 
to deliver
